' CHAPTER I, 

General and Political. 

The State extends North to _ South from 25°. 

General Situa- - IS/ to ' 24®. O/ N. L. and West to East 
tion. - from 75 °. 30 ’. to 74°. 30' E. L. 

Area, Population etc. —The area is 1,447 square 
miles and the population 1,59,192-souls of whom over 
half are Bhils, residing in 767 villages and 3 towns. 
The means of.communication are fair weather road a, 
Railway does not traverse any part of the State and 
the nearest Kailway Stations, Udaipur on the Ajmer 
and Talod on the Bombay sides, are both, over 
sixty miles. The average Gross revenue of the State 
for the last 5 years amounts to Rs. 3,21,941-6-0 a 
year. 

The Ruling House . — The Rulers of Durgarpur rejDre- 
sent the eldest branch of the Sisodiyas and the State 
is said to have been founded about' the close of the 
Thirteenth Century A. D. by one Rahup. About 
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£he middle of the 16th Century, Banswara under a 
voumrer brother became separate. Shortly after 
under Rawal Askar anji an alliance was concluded 
•with the Moghuls and later on in 1818 under Malia- 
■ rawal Jaswant Singh ji with the Hon’ble the East 
India Company. The State did good service during 
'the Mutiny of 1856. 

The Dungarpur House 3s related by blood with 
the Houses of Udaipur, Banswara and Pratabgarh 
and by marriage with those of Sailana, Rutlam, 
Sirohi, Jaisalmer, Alwar and Kishangarh, 

Present Ruler . — The present Ruler is His High- 
ness Kai Rayan Maharawal Shri Sir Bijeysinghji 
Saheb Bahadur K C I E who is in the 29th year 
of his age His Highness has three sons and one 
daughter. Shri Maharajkumar Lakshmansinghji 
Bahadur is the Heir -Apparent.

Hkh^fsB’^MoTo an y I° urs during the year within the 
ments ' State except once when he visited 

Antri for two days on account of Scarcity as his 
movements should have entailed a lot of arrang- 
ments,. while Revenue and other Officers were 
engaged in taking measures to combat the scarcity. 

II. Outside the Territory — Visit to Ajmer-In 
November 1915 His Highness visited Ajmer to attend* 
the meetings of the General Oouneii and of the 
Managing Committee of the Mayo College. For a 
night His Highness visited Kishangarh at the invita- 
tion ot His Highness the Maharaja 

Visits to Benares.— His Highness paid two visits 
to Benares. The first in December 1915 to attend

the 6th • Mahadhiveshan of Shri Bhara Dfiaram 
Mahamandal over one of whose sittings His Highness 
also presided The Shrine of Vindhiavasni was also 
visited ed. Again in February 1916 His Highness 
proceeded bo Benares to attend the Foundation Stone 
Laying Ceremony of the Benares, Hindu University 
by the Viceroy, His Excellency Lord Hardin ge of 
Penshurst, On this occassion,. too. His Highness 
presided over one of the meetings. The Shrine- of 
Onkareshwarji was visited in course of the onward 
journey to Benares. 

Visit to Sailana — On the occasion of ‘the marriage 
of the youngest Kajkumari of Sailana, _ Their High- 
nesses, the Maharajkumars and Shri Baiji Saheba 
went to Sailana While there His Highness paid 
flying vists to Narsinghgarh and Neemuch. At 
Narsinghgarh His Highness, at the request of H. H, 
the Raja Saheb, laid the foundation stone of a Cotton 
Factory on the 22nd January 1916*. On return 
journey from Narsinghgarh,. the Bohra community of 
Bhopal presented Dalis ad Sehor Station. At Ujjain 
His Highness had an interview with- H^ H. The 
Maharaja Scindia of Gwalior. Bar Suba of Ujjain. 
and certain Bohras of the town also presented Nazars- 
and Dalis. A day’s visit was also paid to K-utlann - 

Visit to Delhi —Early in March 1916 His Highness 
went to Delhi to say good-bye to the retiring Viceroy 
Lord Hardin ge. 

His Highness' illness. — During the latter part of 
the year His Highness did not keep good health and 
went out for a change of climate and recouping his 
health, visiting Sailana, Ajmer, Abu, Bikaner and 
Alwar. His Highness returned to the Capital 
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by the middle of August 1916 but ^ unfortunately 
shortly after Shri Hazur had an attack of enteric 
fever. 

Visits of Guests.— 1. Bai Sarupkaumvarji with 
Kumar Himmatsinghji of Malpur were the guests 
of the Durbar for three days. 

2. His Highness the Raja Saheb of Sailana twice 
visited Dungarpur during the illness of His Highness 
in April and .September 1916. 

3. Major Anderson I. A., Political Agent, South- 
ern Rajputana States, came to Dungarpur on the 
13ht April 1916. On the 16th he went to Abu 
whence he returned on the 18th and then after 
three day’s stay left Dungarpur. 

Education of M aharajkuniars. — The services of a 
Lady Governess, Mrs Aitken, were temporarily 
engaged on probation and the Maharajkumars placed 
under her tution. Pandit, Deokinandan Misra 
continued to teach Hindi. 

Under instructions from Government of India no 
Political Nota- celebi ations took place on the occasion 
We events. of His Imperial Ma jest’s Birthday An- 
niversary, except the release of prisoners. 

The Anniversary of His Highness Birthday also 
passed off without any celebrations being held as 
Bis Highness was not present in Dungarpur 

The District Centre of St. John Ambulence 
Association was formed under the usual warrant. 
Rai Bahadur Munshi Ganeshram Rawat and Rai 
Saheb Setli Sobliac.nandji Dawda becoming Life 
Men >ers. 
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The bloody War in Europe is still raging Darbar 
offered a sum of Rs 30,000 towards providing an 
Aero^plane for the service of the Empire. 

The State Officials drawing Rs. 50 and over, 
volunteered to subscribe monthly one day’s of their 
pay towards the Rajputana Aeroplane and Machine 
Gun Fund for four months and thereafter towards 
the Indian Jmperial War Relief Fund duiing the 

continuance of the War

Diwan .— The office of Diwan was ably held by 
R. B. Munshi Ganeshrmn Rawat who displayed his 
usual tact, judgement and discretion in discharging 
his onerous duties* 

Relations tuith Foreign States . — Barbaras relation 
with the Government of India continued to be very 
cordial and the Durbar are very grateful to the 
Hon’ble the Agent to the Governor-General in Raj- 
pu'tana ; the Resident in Mewar, and the Political 
Agent, Southern Rajputana States, for the good 
advice they always gave when consulted. The 
relations with the neighbouring States, also con- 
tinued to be very friendly. 

Personnel . — The services of Thakur Ranjitsing of 
Gamra as Police Inspector were dispensed with. 
Later on he was temporarily appointed as Fouj 
Bakhshi when Kanwar Sangramsingji gave up the 
office owing to the death of his father, Thakur Salieb 
Zorawarsinghji of Peit.

Ijlas Alia Shri Hazur Darbar. 

Ijlas Alia Slid Hazur Darbar is the highest Court 
of Appeal and the only place for applications for 
mercy- It is presided over in person by His Highness 
the Maharawal *Sahib Bahadur.

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CHAPTER TIT. 


General Administration. 

Mehekma Khas under the Diwan continues, as 
usual to control Settlement, Revenue, 
Excise Education, Customs, and Medical 
Departments and to supervise all the other bran- 
ches of administration. 


Mehekma Khas. 


Settlement . — Object and Principles — This is the 
2nd Settlement and was in every respect based on 
the First one and was undertaken with the object of 
assessing the improvements effected during the last 
decade. 


The survey of all the Rasti villages was checked 
and existing maps were corrected The Bhilwa 
villages were not surveyed. Their area was calcul- 
ated by wl'iat is known as ‘ Bijwa System.’ The 
quantity of seed required for each field within a 
Bhilwa village was ascertained from the selected 
Punches, 10% of which was actually surveyed which 
fixed the ratio of seed quantity to area for each 
village. This furnished reasonable data for arriving 
at a fair approximation of the assessable area of the 
village concerned. 

'J he increase in the number of tanks, wells, cat- 
tle, both plough and other, was marked all over the 
State. 


In making assessments the Circle rates arrived at 
by Mr. Holme in course of the last Settlements 
were taken as guide in the Rasti villages. But the 
Bhilwa villages were more leniently assessed, gener- 
ally under Third Class Circle rates, besides being 
given the benefit of 20 per cent reductions. 
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The result — The result has been that the increase 
amounted to Rs. 35,015/- including the Revenue 
assessed on the Muafis resumed 1314 acres of land 
shown cultivated under the last Settlement has 
been returned as fallo$v, while 11848 acres of the 
latter class has been brought under plough and 
- newly assessed. 

Expenditure . — The total expenditure on Settle- 
ment to the end of the year amounted to Rs. 
10,424-4-3 and it is expected to cost an additional 
sum of Rs. 1,000/ for the work that yet remains to be 
done. - This cheap work has been possible by training 
local staff and economising every item, the credit for 
which is due to the Settlement Officer, Rai Bahadur 
Munshi Ganeshram Rawat, and the Settlement Sec- 
retary, Mr. Ramswaroopa Rawat. 

Revenue Charge. — Mr. Hamswaroopa, Rawat was 

in charge of Revenue with Mr. Gandhi Sukhlal as 
his Assistant. 

General . — The number of villages has been in- 
creased by three, one Manikpur having been newly 
populated, while two having been separately num- 
bered. Two Muafi villages, Dad and Gokalpura," 
have been resumed for want of a male heir to the 
original grantee ; while one Barkeshar has relapsed 
under the terms of the last Settlement. The village 
of Kherdungra has at Fast been re-populated. 

Immigration and Emigration ~6 Assamis mig- 
rated into Dungarpur from Kadana and seven from 
Lunawada and settled in Patta Feit. Two Dungar- 
pur Assamis of Lembatan in Katara emigrated to 
Runs wara. 
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Metereology . — The rains had failed in 19L5 Only 
a few timely showers in October saved the situation 
fiom getting serious There were no autumn rains. 
Ho on the whole scarcity conditions prevailed. 

This year’s monsoon of 1916 has been more favour- 
able. It commenced early in June and then after a 
break of a fortnight, it set in earnest. Rainfall was 
general and well distributed, but there were no 
heavy downpours. It'mostly rained in cents.

Taocavi — Scarcity having decimated cattle, Tae- 
eavi was advanced for purchase of cattle and Gusara. 

Wells and Tanks . — 56 Kaeha wells and 18 Pakka 
ones have been sunk in the Khalsa villages. Pour of 
the old damaged tanks and 12 out of the 1 3 tanks brea- 
ched by the last monsoons were completely and 
locally repaired. 


Prices of Food-Grains - These ruled high to the 
middle of September 1916 when they began to fall as 
the produce of the new crop began to come in. 

Mango and Mahuwa Plantation . — Only 920 Mango 
and 1016 Mahuwa trees have survived out of the 
last few years plantations. The fencing of these 



trees with Tlioor Hedges introduced last year ap- 
pears to be promising. The Revenue Officer also 
seems to have taken better interest in them than up 
to now and to have also arranged better supervision. 

Grass i nd Fodder. — Out of the closing balance of 
60, 00, ( 00 Pulas in village ricks at the last year, only 
4,67,083 have remained* 

' Improvements . — Certain improvements have been 
made in the rules regulating the killing, of pigs r . 
camel grazing and collection and disbursement of 
village money. 

. Register ation .. — The income from this * source 
amounted to Rs. 195-2. 

Condition of people— General condition of people 
was satisfactory. Though the year was one of scar- 
city nothing untoward took place. No epidemic was 
reported, 

Oomt of Wards. — The year opened with 23 
Thikanas under the Court, of which 3, Klioodarda* 
Dhodhawara, and Dhodhran^ were released. There 
remain only 20 under the supervision of the Court), 13> 
on account of minority, 6 on occount of incapacity, of 
the Tahkurs and oiie account of there being no male 
descendant. The condition of all the estates is. 
reported to be improving. 

.The Maufidars of Hathai and Ghoogran and the 
Tankedar of Gumanpura are being educated at the 
Mayo College, Ajmer, and those of Damri, Sanchiya^ 
Padardi and Nogama at the Pinhey School, Dun gar- 
pur. 

Mr. Ramswaroopa Rawat was in charge of this 
Excise Depart- Department, Ganja, Bhang and Opium 
ment, General. are sold out in retail through the Cus- 
toms Nakas besides at three shops run under license. 
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The total income from Ganja and Bhang amounted 
to Rs. 1,359-1-0 and from opium Ks. 11,146-9 5. 
Better arrangements have been made for the sup- 
pression of illicit trade in the drug and the results 
are perceptible in the improved revenue. 

Abkaru — This has been the first year of the 
Madras System. It has so far worked well. The

There were 73 shops originally licensed to sell 
liquor 28 shops were opened later provisionally to 
meet Holi demands Of these however, 23 were 
allowed to continue to the close of the year The shop 
Licenses were auctioned and brought inRs. 1 1^5 L0 - 8-3. 

41,872 Gallons of L. P. were issued to retail 
vendors and 5870 Gallons of spirit were given back 
for redistillation ; 3,512 Gallon remaining in store. 

Prevention . — All reasonable measures had becn\ 
taken to prevent illicit distillation and smuggling ; 
and judging from the results of the last year they 
have proved more successful then expected. Detec- 
tion of Abkari offences has been made a part of the 
duty of Police and Customs Sepoys as well, and the 
co-operation with which they have all worked to-

realized on account of fines Rs. 524-5-3 have betn 
distributed in giving rewards to infarmers, witnesses*

/ Receipts *— Total receipts from Abkari amounted 
^to,Rs. 45,542-13-0 Out of this a sum of Rs, 9,799-0-0 
is to be allotted for repayment of the loan incurred to 
meet- the initial expenditure* another sum of Rs- 
6,518 on account of the working expenses, and the 
balance of Rs 29,397 is to be shared between the 
Darbar and the Jagirdars who will get Rs. 5,547 
(exclusive of their share in the repayment of loan) in 
ratio of population. 

It may, however, be added that experience goes 
to prove that the ratio of income to population is 
muclr more in the towns than in the rural places. The 
total population within the radius of the shops at 
Dungarpur, Sagwaia and Galiakot is 21,870 with an 
income of Rs.12,456 on account of duty and License 
fees which gives Rs 0-9 1| per head whereas for the 
remaining .population of 1,37,322 there remains 
only a sum or Rs. 33,059 giving only Rs. 0 3-10 per 
head, Again these three shops alone have fetched 
Rs. 7,700 out of the total of Rs 25*000 for the next 
year. That goes to prove the fact that the town 
population pays about three times the revenue paid 
by the rural population.

There was also decrease under Import, 
partly due to high prices of foreigu goods and partly 
to the failure of crops.
